The  full  Committee  received  these  reports  and  preliminary  plans  at  its  meeting  on  the  8th 
February,  1 985,  and  resolved  to  proceed  with  lodgement  of  a  planning  application  to  the  Sydney 
County  Council  for  approval  to  carry  out  the  works. 


During  the  course  of  this  procedure,  further  studies  will  be  undertaken  to  analyse  and 
rationalise  the  space  required  for  Club  activities  and  efficient  operation  as  well  as  a  detailed  cost 
analysis  of  the  work  to  be  carried  out. 


The  encouraging  important  aspects  now  emerging  are  that  it  will  be  possible  to  achieve 
additional  income  from  new  office  space  and  that  re-planning  can  retain  important  existing 
features  such  as  the  Main  Function  Room  and  3rd  Floor  A  thletic  Department,  as  well  as  improve 
all  Club  facilities. 


By  April,  the  Committee  will  be  in  a  position  to  look  at  all  these  aspects  and  finalise  submission 
to  the  Annual  General  Meeting.
